/. Before taking up the agenda, the Vice-Chancellor 
referred to the extremely sad dcnii.se of Shri G. D. Sondht 
who was a distinguished product of the Panjab Univer- 
sity and rendered eminent services to the cause of educa- 
tion not only in this State but the entire country. As 
the members were aware, he was Principal of the Gov- 
ernment College, Lahore, in the united Panjab and was, 
for many years, a Fellow of the Panjab University as 
also a member of the Syndicate. Shri G, D. Sondhi 
dedicated his life to education. Sports and Youth Welfare,, 

If was his great contribution which brought Indian on the 
.sports map of the World. Shri G. D. Sondhi was pioneer 
of the Olympic Movement and Founder of Asian Games. 
He was also Founder of the Open-Air Theatre movement. 
As Honorary Adviser to the Government of India in the 
Department of Youth Welfare, he rendered ample ser- 
vices to the youth of this country and tried to inculcate 
I he basic idea that discipline, in order to be effective 
and fruitful, may not be imposed from without and 
should arise from within. He was a man of conviction 
and, as (he members knew, stood by his Olympic princi- 
ples at the Asian Games at Jakarta in 1962, even though 
he knew that this meant peril to his life. As a Professor 
at the Government College, Lahore, though he, knew that 
the then Principal, Mr. Hemmy, frbwned on everything 
Indian, he was a great Iseliever in Indianncss and used 
to lake pride in putting on Indian dress, likei turban, ach- 
kan and churidars, while other colleagues including Indian, 
Protessors, used to take pride in donning European drc.ss. 
On the day of his death, he sent an article to the Tribune 
makii^ suggestions about the student unrest. This, the 
Vice-Chancellor said, may be considered his last will and 
lestament. 

The Vice-Chancellor then referred to another sad de- 
mise that of Dr. Dewan Chand, LT-Vice-Chancellor of 
Agra University. He too was an alumnus of Panjab Uni- 
versity. He was at one time a teacher at the D.A.V, 
College, Lahore, and later shifted to U.P, to take up 
PrincTpalship of the newly established D.A.V. College, x 
Kanpur. He was not only a teacher of Philosophy but 
was a philosopher to the finger-tips. He studied and 
taught Indian religion and his entire life was more or 
less a sermon. Dr, Dewan Chand was also connected 
with Ihc Panjab University as a Fellow for a number of 
years. 

The members of the Senate mourned the sad deaths of 
Shri G. D. Stmdhi and Dr. Dewan Chand; all members 
standing in silence as a mark of respect to the memory 
of the, two eminent educationists and offering homage to 
their memory.

The Registrar staled that in regard to the appointments 
at items 6 and 7. the Syndicate has decided that the Vice- 
Chancellor be authorised to fix initial salaries in the case 
of those who had asked for higher start. 

Shri Gurbakhsh Singh Dhariwal said that ordinarily 
the Senate never objects to such appointments but as he 
felt that the appointment of Dr. V. N Tewari as Reader 
in Punjabi was not correct, he considered it his duty to 
draw attention of the members of the Senate to the matter. 
Shri Gurbakhsh Singh Dhariwal said that this appoint- 
ment was not in accordance with the previous practice. 
Persons on the staff of the University were preferred 
even though they vsere only M.As. He referred to tw'o 
other appointments, viz> of Shri J. C. Anand as Reader in 
Political Science and of Shri R. N. Seth as Reader in Eng- 
I'-sh. These two gentlemen had been preferred to Ph.D.s. 
who were outsiders, fn a number of other cases also, per- 
sons who were already teachers in the University were 
preferred, fn Panjabi, however, one of the present tea- 
chers, namely Shri Ram Singh, had been ignored. This 
teacher, he said., had written books which had been com- 
mended, He read out extract from a book by Shri Rosban 
La) Ahuja. Shri Gurbakhsh Singh Dhariwal also stated 
that at the Selection Committee meeting three members 
were in favour of making a promotion from the depart- 
ment. The Selection Committee, how'Cver, decided that 
the Vice-Chancellor may discuss the matter with the 
Head of five Department and then make recommendations 
on Irchalf of the Committee. He. however, had been told 
that the Vice-Chancellor consulted three members of the 
Selection Committee and then made his recommendations. 
Shri Gurbakhsh Singh Dhariwal proposed that the ap- 
pointment of Dr. V. N. Tewari be postponed and an- 
other Selection Committee be appointed. 

Shri Gurdial Singh Dhillon remarked that the observa- 
tions made by Shri Gurbakhsh Singh Dhariwal were not 
b.ased on correct information, Shri Dhillon said that he 


himself was a member of the selection committee. One 
of the niember.s ot the Committee was Prof. Pritam Singh 
who did Doi attend on the ground that one of the appli- 
cants was a relation of hi?. Another applicant, Dr Uppal. 
was related to Dr. S, S, Kohli, Head ot the-Punjabi De- 
partment. but he attended the Committee meeting. The 
claims of Shri Ram Singh wer© corlsidercd by the Com- 
mittee seriously. Dr. S. S, Kohli had said that Shri Ram 
Singh was not a Ph.D. and had suggested that Dr. Uppal 
of Delhi was a better candidate than Shri Ram Singh of 
any other. Some members of the Selection Committee felt 
that if a person who held a Ph.D. degree was to be select- 
ed. why not the one who had Ph.D. from the Panjab 
University Dr. V. N. Tewari had been selected as Reader 
by the Punjabi University, hut some members of the 
Selection Committee thought that he should be selected 
by the Panjab University so that he may be retained at 
Chandigarh. Dr. Kohli however, said that Dr. Tewari was 
not a good teacher. Ultimately, the matter was left to the 
Vice-Chancellor who was requested to lodk into the facts 
refuting to Dr. V. N. Tewari while Shri Ram Singh was 
a competent teacher, the opinion of Dr. Kohli was accept- 
ed by the Committee that a person holding Ph.D. degree 
should be appointed. One of the outside experts. Dr. 
Gop.al Singh, was of the view that Dr. V- N, Tewari was 
u better person. When Dr. Uppal was ruled out for that 
reason Dr, Kohli expressed the opinion that Shri Ram 
Singh was better than Dr. Tewari. For all these reasons, 
the matter was left to the Vice-Chancellor. It was not 
correct, Shri Dhillon stated, that the Vice-Chancellor had 
to make recommendation in consultation with the Head 
of the Department, The decision was that the Vice-Chan- 
cellor should look into the statements of Dr. Kohli and 
his opinion expressed at the meeting and then send a una- 
nimous recommendation to the Syndicate on behalf of the 
Selection Committee. 

Principal Ourbax Singh Shergill raising a point of order 
said that the persons being discussed w'crc present ip the 
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galleries. He felt that individuals should not be dis- 
cussed and, therefore, a committee be appointed to go 
into the whole matter and report. This was not accepted 
by the House. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that procedure for the various 
appointments in the University was laid down by the regu- 
lations, In accordance with that. Selection Committees 
are appointed by ^ndicate and their recommendations 
are considered by Syndicate before submitting them to 
Senate. In this regard, the Senate had been following 
very healthy conventions and recommendations of the 
Selection Committees are usually accepted. If recommen- 
dations of Selection Committees arc discussed by Senate 
in detail, there would be no end of trouble. If, however, 
there was an error or a constitutional breach, then the 
matter could be discussed by the Senate. The members 
should not discuss such matters on the basis of approaches 
made by rejected applicants. He urged the members not 
to lend themselves to the tactics that are sometimes adopt- 
ed by the rejected applicants, A number of them had 
addressed representations to the Chancellor who had, after 
obtaining comments of the Vice-Chancellor, upheld every 
appointment recommended by the Syndicate. He requested 
the members to bear In. mind the healthy conventions so 
far followed by the Senate. In regard to the appointment 
under discussion, one member had opposed it and another 
had given a reply. But the Vice-Chancellor felt that he 
should clarify the position further. He stated that there 
was difference of opinion at the Selection Committee, He 
decided not to vote, or else a majority recommendation 
would have gone to the Syndicate, In case the opinion of 
the Head of the Department about Dr, Tewari being an 
unsatisfactory teacher was found correct, Shri Ram Singh 
was to be put down as No. 1 and Dr. V. N. Tewari as 
No. 2, But if his opinion was not found to be correct. 
Dr. V. N. Tewari was to be put down No. 1 and Shrl 
Ram Singh as No. 2. The Head of the Department had 
said that Dr. Tewari’s work as a teacher was not satisfac- 
tory. Dr. Tewari,, however, produced a certificate given 
to him by the Head of the Department saying that he was 
an excellent teacher and had produced very fine results. 
On being questioned about this, Dr. Kohli had said that 
he had given this certificate for use by Dr. Tewari for 
the Panjabi University, Patiala, but he would have given 
a different certificate for the Panjab University. The Vice- 
Chancellor said that ho told Dr. Kohli 
that this amounted to lack of intellectual inte- 
grity, Further, the Vice-Chancellor added that it was not 
correct that Dr. V. N. Tewari was an outsider. On the 
other hand. Dr. Tewari wa.s a lecturer at this University 
and so was Shri Ram Singh, Shri Ram Singh, however, 
joined earlier. Dr, Tewari had already obtained his Ph.D. 
degree while Shri Ram Singh had registered for it now. 
Dr Tewari was a first class first M.A. of this University. 
The Vice-Chancellor said that he had asked Dr. Kohli 
if Dr. Tewari was good enou^ for Readership at the 
Panjabi University, Why he was not thought suitahle for 
our Univ(M-sity. Dr. Kohli had replied that Panjabi 
University had appointed Dr. Tewari because he was a 
Hindu. The Vice-Chancellor emphatically declared that 
communal considerations .should have no place in acade- 
mic appointments. For all these reasons, the Vice- 
Chancellor had placed Dr. Tewari as No, 1 and Shri 
Ram Singh as No. 2 and this was unanimously approved 
by the Syndicate. 

The Senate decided to approve Dr, V. N. Tewari’s ap- 
pointment as Reader in Panjabi, as recommended by the 
Syndicate, 

Principal B, L. Kapur drew attention to the recommen- 
dations of the Syndicate for the appointment of Shri R. N. 
Seth as Reader in English (Ifem-1) and said that he had 
got his dissent recorded at the Syndicate meeting in regard 
to this appointment. While he agreed broadly with the 
lead given by the Vice-Chancellor for acceptance of the 
recommendations of the Selection Committees and the 
Syndicate, Principal Kapur said that there was provision 
in the regulations that a Reader should have produced 


some research work of merit. In the case of Shri R. N. 
Seth, this requirement had not been met. He suggested 
that persons who were being appointed as Readers should 
not be confirmed till they had produced research work of 
merit. If this was done, he would not oppose their ap- 
pointment. 

Prof. D, C. Sharma said that at the Selection Committee 
meeting, after the interviews are over, the Vice-Chancel- 
lor generally asked outside experts for their opinion of 
the various applican's. Ono of the members of the Selec- 
tion Committee in English was Principal Gurscwak Singh 
who was not present at the Senate meeting or else he 
would have asked him to give his opinion as a merhber of 
the Senate. Agreeing that research qualifications were 
good. Prof. Sharma said that there was a distinction bet- 
ween a good teacher and a good researcher. He said that 
no regulation had been violated. Shri R. N, Seth had 
worked with Prof, D, C. Sharma, first at Hoshiarpur and 
later at Chandigarh. Shri Seth had also worked with 
Dr Raj Kumar who was now Head of the English Depart- 
ment. He himself was of the opinion that Shri R. N. 
Seth was an excellent teacher. Dr. Raj Kumar was also 
of the same opinion. At present, Shri R. N. Seth was 
doing some research. He proposed that the recommen- 
dations of the Syndicate be approved and the suggestion 
for laying down a condition for confirmation be rejected. 
By acceptance of -the recommendation of the Syndicate, 
the rejected applicants would be discouraged from indulg- 
ing in canvassing and making false representations. 

Dr. Goverdhan Lall remarked that discussion at Senate 
meeting of merits and demerits of the appl’cants for Uni- 
versity posts gave a poor picture of the House. He was 
of the opinion that merits and demirits of the various ap- 
plicants should be discussed by the Selection Committees 
and, if necessary, by the Syndicate. The Senate meeting, 
he said, was open to the Press and if all the discussion 
was reported there, it would not do any credit to this 
august body. He was in favour of having a rule of self- 
denial at the Senate stage whereby individual merits and 
demerits could be left to the Selection Committees and 
the Syndicate. 

Principal Jagjit Singh agreeing with Dr. Goverdhan 
Lall that discussion of individual cases, as far as possible, 
be avoided at the Senate meetings, said that thorough 
discussion and screening be left to the Selection Com- 
mittees and the Syndicate. If, however, facts arc brought 
to the notice of a member of the Senate, members of the 
Selection Committees and the Syndicate should show 
awareness and sensitiveness. 

Principal Pritam S'ngh said that he too had his dissent 
recorded at the Syndicate meeting in regard to appoint- 
ment of Shri R. N. Seth as Reader In English. Agreeing 
that the Senate should not discuss individuals, he, said that 
th's should not mean that the authority of this body should 
be taken awav. Pointing out the requirements of regu- 
lations, Principal Pritam Singh felt that there had been a 
breach of the regulations. He thought that the Reader- 
ship of the University should not become so cheap a.s 
to select persons who hod done no research and had not 
written any book, especially when persons with a docto- 
rate degree were available. He did not understand how a 
person without a doctor’s decree would guide and pro- 
mote research. Admitting that he had no knowledge about 
Shri R. N. Seth. Principal Pritam Singh said that the 
authority of the Senate was supreme and both the Selec- 
tion Committee and the Syndicate were subordinate to the 
Senate. 

Principal O. P, Mohan said that he agreed with Dr. 
Goverdhan Lall that normally matters such as appoint- 
ments should be a formality with the Senate and this, he 
thought, the members have been observing. He also 
agreed vjth the suggestion that individuals should not be 
discussed by the Senate, but this should not amount to 
the rights of the Senate being taken away even formally. 
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There could always, he sm'd, be .h change that some in- 
formation may not have been available to the Selection 
Committee and even the- Syndicate. The regulations pro- 
vided for appointment of a special committee of the 
Senate. He suggested that the proposal of Principal Gur- 
bax Singh Shergill should be accepted. He. also said that 
as there had been, dissent at the Syndicate meeting, the 
best course would have been for the Vice-Chancellor to 
get in touch with the dissenting members and find out 
the 1 Casons v\hy they opposed the recommendation. He 
was not in favour of deciding matters by vote. Principal 
Mohan added that there were not many instances in which 
Readers bad been appointed in the past without such a 
qualification. He wanted to know whether departure was 
going to be made from that practice, and, if so, the 
rovisions in the regulations should say that there shall 
e, two categorie.s of Professors and Readers — good tea- 
chers and good researchers But, until such a provision is 
made in the regulations he agreed with Principal Kapur's 
suggestion that persons who were being appointed as Rea- 
ders without possessing Ph.D, degree should not be con- 
firmed till they had obtained a research degree. 

Shri Ram Chandra said that he had listened to some o( 
the speeches with a great sense of depression. He said 
that minutes of Selection Committees were confidential 
and so were minutes of .Syndicate meetings. But the Se- 
nate members bad been discussing not, only merits of in- 
dividual candidates but also the opinion expressed by 
certain members of the Selection Committee. Certain 
remarks had also been made about some employees of 
the University whh were not present to defend thcm.selves. 
There was no doubt, he said, that the regulation laid down 
(hat a Reader should have done some research and should 
he able to guide research. So long as this provision re- 
mained in the regulations, a person who did not possess 
the required qualifications should not be appointed. He. 
however, did not think that it was necessary (o possess 
Ph,D. degree for guiding research. All that the University 
should see is whether (he person being appointed is cap- 
able of doing the- <lu(ies which he is going to perform. 
Continuing Shri Ram Chandra said that he had always 
held that a ,3rd clas.s M.A. with Ph.D, degree may not 
be better than a 1st class M.A. He did not agree that 
the recommendations of the Syndicate should be accepted 
without any discussion. But, when a matter of this kind 
is discussed the hou.se should he cleared of the public 
and only then details .such as discussion at the Selection 
Committee and the Syndicate may be mentioned. 

Shri K. T. Sethi shared w'jth Shri Ram Chandra the 
depres.sion that had been generated at the Senate meeting. 
He agreed with Dr. Goverdhan Tall that recommenda- 
tions of the Selection Committees should not be question- 
ed particularly when such Committees had been appoint- 
ed in accordance with the regulations. That, however, 
was not possible when the feelings of members had been 
vitiated by the re.sults of (he elections held on the pre- 
vious day. He agreed with Shri Ram Chandra that when, 
individual cases w'cre to be discussed the, galleries dmuki 
he cleared. He suggested that a convention .should be 
e.st.ahl'shed that (he merits of the candida*es should, if 
necess.irv, he looked into by the Chancellor. The regu- 
lation did not lay down that a Reader should possess 
Ph.D. or any other doctorate degree. All that the 
regulation said was that a Reader .should be able to guide 
.and promote re.search. He agreed with Shri Ram Chandra 
that the University should see th.al the person being 
selected was suitable. PropeiTy appointed Selection Com- 
mittees were more suitable to judge on applicant's 
suitabilily. However, care should he taken to sec that 
the Committees were properly constituted. The Senate 
should accept die recommendations of the .Selection 
Committees. 

The Vice-Chancellor agreeing with Shri Ram Chandra 
said that disrnssion held at the .Selection Committees and 
the Syndicate were sometimes know'n to the applicants 
Hovwver, when points about what had h.appencd at thf 


■Selection, romniittee .jr^ raised at flic Senate meetiug, 
it became, incumbent on the Vice-Chancdlor to furnish 
facts so that the house was not misled. He suggested 
that the member sliould see that deliberation.^ at the Selec- 
tion Committees and the Syndicate remained secret, 'the 
Vice-Chancellor said that the Selection Committee for the 
appointment under discussion consisted of Principal Gur- 
sevak Singh, Prof. D C. Sharma, Prof. Raj Kumar, Prof. 
Saroo^ Singh of Delhi University and Prof. M. M. Bhalla 
of Rajasthan University, vvho was himself an M.A, and 
had worked for many years as Head of the Department 
of English at St. Stephens College, Delhi. Prof Saroop 
Singh could not attend the meeting because of sudden ill- 
ness. After all the candidates had been interviewed, he 
had asked for the- opinion of the expert, pointing out to 
him the requirements of regulations. The Selection Com- 
mittee accepted recommenda'ion of the outside expert In 
this appointment. Of the four persons recommended, two 
held Ph.D. degree and the other two held M.A. degree 
only. Another factor which weighed with the. Committee 
was that Readers were being appointed tor the Post-Gra- 
duate Regional Centres. In the nature of things, there 
had to be greater emphasis on teaching at the Regional 
Centres. In the University Department, however, there 
had to be more emphas's on research. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor said that research and teaching were both impor- 
tant. Under the regulations, the Selection Committee 
had to pay regard to a candidate’s capacity for research 
and his ahility as a teacher. But the Vice-Chancellor add- 
ed, it vvas difficult to compare research in one subject 
with research iu another subject. For instance, research 
in a language cannot be equated with research in a Science 
.subject. Research in English was exceptionally deficient 
in India a.s research material was not available. Vice- 
Chancellor also said that in the joint Panjab, Professor 
A. S. Bokhari and Prof. M, G Singh were two top tea- 
chers for M.A. classes in the subject of English, but 
they had not produced any research work. The Vice- 
Chancellor agreed with Shri Ram Chandra that it was not 
possible to generalise and say that all Ph.D.’s were better 
than all M.A.'s. It had to be left to the Selection Com- 
mittees how the various candidates impressed them. About 
Shri R, N, Seth, all what Vice-Chancellor could say was 
that he had created a good impression on the committee 
and the Head oC the Department had reported that Shri 
R. N. .Seth was a fine teacher. 

The Senate approved recommendation of the Syndicate 
for appointment of Shri R N Seth as Reader in Eng- 
lish. 

Principal B. L. Kapur drew attention to the recom- 
mendaion of the Syndicate for appointment of Dr R. R. 
Sethi as Piofessor of History (No, 26), and said that the 
University should see- how (his appointment would afFect 
the studen's He had got his dissent recorded at the Syn- 
dicate mccTng very hesitatingly. Some evidence, he said, 
had been brought to his notice. Tt indicated that a mem- 
ber of the Selection Committee, once sent a very damag- 
ing opinion in writing and that was being circulated 
somewhere. That evidence, he said, should be con.si- 
dered before the appointment of Dr. R. R. Sethi is decid- 
ed. He suggested that a committee should oe .appointed 
to consider that evidence. 

The Vice-Chancellor stated that Dr. R. R. Sethi’s ap- 
pointment had been recommended bv a Selection Com- 
mittee appointed hy the Syndicate. The Selection Com- 
mittee Consisted of bv Dr. Mchr Chand Mahajan, Dr. 
Nurul Hassan (Head of the Department of History at 
Muslim University. Aligarh), Shri P, N, Kirpal (Secre- 
larv. Ministry of Education), Prof. D. C. Sharma and the 
Vice-Chancellor, At the last minute, Shri P. N. Kirpal 
informed that he could not join as he had to leave for 
Paris for the Unesco meet. A.s a precaution, the Syndicate 
had appointed an additional outside expert, i.e. Dr, Bashe- 
shar Daval, Head of the Department of History at Delhi 
Universilv. He vvas requested to attend the meeting,, but 
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he couJd not join because of sonic other urgent engage- 
ment. The Committee interviewed ali the applicants pro- 
perly. In this case also, the Vicc-Chanccilor had asked 
the outside expert to give hjs assessment. He was glad 
that Dr. Nurul Hassan gave a fine and fair assessment 
of all canddiates. After that, the Committee unanimously 
recommended Dr, R. R. Sethi’s appointment and the Syn- 
dicate had also recommended Dr. Sethi’s appointment. 
It was now for the Senate to decide the matter. 

The Senate approved recommendation oi the Syndicate 
for appointment of Dr. R. R. Sethi, as Professor of His- 
tory. 

Prof, M, L. Anand referred to the recommendation ol 
Syndicate for appointment of Shri S. R. Nayar as Deputy 
Registrar fNo. 11). and asked whether this gentleman 
was involved in a case of forgery and cheating which 
w'as pending in the University. He also asked whether 
the University had instituted any enquiry. 

The, Vice-ChaiffelJor replied that it was a sort of domes- 
tic quarrel in consequence of which the wife of Shri 

S. R. Nayar’s younger brother, who was not pulling on 
well with her husband, had lodged a complaint with the 
University that copies of testimonials had been applied 
for, and Shri S. R. Nayar had attested the signatures of 
that lady. 'The Vice-Chancellor said that his feeling w'as 
that the University was not concerned with their domestic 
quarrel. He also said that it sometimes did happen that 
when an appointment is being made things of this type 
are trotted up. He did not think that a domestic quarrel 
should hold up an appointment 

Principal Gurbax Singh Shergdl said that when Dr. 
Bool Chand was being appointed as Professor of Political 
science he had asked the then Vice-Chancellor, Dr. A. C. 
Jo.shi, about the allegations rerarding his previous post, 
but Dr. Josh! hud replied that that matter could be looked 
into before Dr. Bool Chand was conlirmed. Later on, Dr. 
Bool Chand was appointed Vice-Chancellor of Kurukshc- 
tra University and wa.s dismissed Piincipal Shergill said 
that before appointing Shri S. R. Nayar, the point raised 
by Shri M. L. Anand should be looked into. 

The Vice-Chancellor said that in the ca.se of Dr. Bool 
Chand, the Ministry of Elome Affairs, after due enquiry, 
had taken action arul had issued a Notification. In the 
case under discussion, the complaint was that there was 
an application for a duplicate certificate by someone whose 
signatures had beeu attested by Shri S. R, Nayar. Shri 
S. R. Nayar was at present Registrar of Technical Edu- 
cation in the Panjab Government and a complaint bad 
been lodged there also. He did not think that the 
appointment of Shri S. R, Nayar should be held up, 

Tho Senate approved the recommcirdation of the Syndi- 
cate for appointment of Shri S. R, Nayar as Deputy 
Registrar,

1. The VICE-CHANCELLOR stated that the Senate 
was this morning meeting in a special session called to 
consider the Report of the Kothari Commission appoint- 
ed by the Govt, of India to go into education in the 
coLintiy at all levels. The University had been asked 
to give their comments on six Chapters which were 
connected with the tasks of the Universities. Originally, 
the Ministry of Education had asked for the comments 
of Universities by the middle of October and it was 
proposed to convene a meeting of the Vice-Chancellor.s 
towards the end of October to consider the views of 
various Universities. But on account of considerable 
student unrest in the country, the Education Ministry 
and University Grants Commission decided that a Con- 
ference, of Vice-Chancellors be convened to consider 
that problem earlier and the meeting of Vice-Chancellors 
and Education Ministers of States should be held later, 
about the middle of December, to consider the Educa- 
tion Commission Report, He had, therefore, tried to 
expedite, as far as possible, consideration of this Report. 
The Vice-Chancellor said that hi.s original idea was that 
a conference of Heads of University Departments and 
Principals of colleges be held in Chandigarh to discuss 
for about three days the various matters contained in 
the Report. But that idea had to be abandoned a.s he 
thought that the absence of Principals from the head- 
quarters was not advisable. Therefore,, it was decided 
to have a special session of Syndicate in Delhi on 
October 29, 30 and 31. The views of vSyndicate in re- 
gard to major issues posed by the Report were now be- 
fore the house. The views of the Heads of University 
Dcparlracnt and Principals of colleges were also invited. 
These were considered by Academic Council on 26-11- 
1966 and their recommendations, along with the views 
of Heads of University Departments and Principals of 
colleges, were also before the house. Syndicate did not 
consider the Chapters on ; — 

1. Education of Agriculture; 

2. Vocational, Technical and Engineering Education; 

3. Science Education & Research; and 

4. Teacher Education. 

Eor these chapters. Syndicate appointed separate Com- 
mittees and their views had also been placed before the 
house. A classified statement of all these had been sup- 
plied to members of Senate for their consideration. 

The Vice-Chancellor informed the house that the Con- 
ference of Vice-Chancellors and Education Ministers which 
was proposed to be held on December 15, 16 and 17 to 
consider Ihe views of the Universities on the Report, had 
been postponed. Shri M. C. Cha^la who was the Edu- 
cation Minister when the Commission was appointed had 
gone over to the External Allairs and the new Education 
Minister had been taken ill. The Conference was now 
expected to be held about the middle of May, after the 
elections. Therefore, while there was no urgency, it 
should not mean that Senate should not consider the 
Report in all seriousness today. He requested the house 
to consider the- following item first : — 

“ 1 . To consider the following recommendations of 

.Syndicate (Para 47, 8-12-1966) 

fi) that the pattern of education recommended by 

the Education Commission be accepted,, namely; 

(a) First ten years— general education, 

followed by 

(b) two years of special education; and 

(c) three years for the first degree course. 
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arc rourcc-'. Prof D C Sharma proposed that the re- 
i-Liiiiiiif-ndriliOir. ot SyiKhtair Iv .'uarirpit^cl 


lli) that fur the inti'iiiti period which ^hall he for 
iti.L.xittniiii ol five year., die fhyhi'r 'tecundarv 
Han 1 examination be ei-iuaicd With the 
Matriculation examination and the I’reTJniver- 
sity cxamintition be eqtuiled with the Higher 
Secondary Part 11 examination and that there 
be no internal assessment in the Eliglier 
Secondary Part II examination, 

(iii) that the question whether the two-year special 
course of Higher Secondary be at the colleges 
or at schools or both, he decided in the light 
of the experience gained during the interim 
period of five years. 

(iv) that students he allowed lo change over from 
Mtitriculation to Higher Secondary course and 
ricc-vcrAvr 

tv) that such Higher Secondary schools as want to 
revert to the Matriculation system should he 
allowed to do so. 

(vi) that the Boards of Studies should continue to 
deal with the Pre-University Course, as at 
present." 

Principal B. S'. BAHL opened the discu.ssion and said 
that he generally agreed with die recommendations of 
Syndicate. He, however, wanted to say that at present, 
the Higher Secondary course is dealt with by the School 
Board and the Pie-Uiiivcrsity course by the various 
Boards of Studies. The equation of the two courses 
should not mean that whatever course is laid down for 
Pre-University course should be automatically applicable 
to the Higher Secondary students, Syllabus, as such., 
should not be forced on Higher Secondary Schools. 

Principal JAGJIT SINGH said that there were no two 
opinions on the proposal of having the Pre-University 
course for Higher Secondary Part T1 also, Equation of 
these two courses was desirable and if there was diflcr- 
ence in syllabus of Mathematics, etc., it should be re- 
moved. But the 11th and 12th classes should not be 
attached to the schools unless they come up to the re- 
quired quality of standard and till then these classes 
should be attached to the colleges. 

Principal PARDHE'B KUMAR agreed with Principal 
Jagjit Singh that the proposed 2-ycar course for special 
education, after the 10th class, should he attached to the 
colleges and not to the schools. Attachment of the 1 1th 
class of Higher Secondary course to the schools had 
been a very unhappy experience. He was not in favour 
of expending the first degree course from 14 to 15 
vears. India, he said, was a poor country. He believed 
that after the 10-ycar cour.se in schools, there should be 
a 2-year course in colleges for special education and 
after that a 2-year course for the first degree. There 
should not be much dilfercnce in the quality of students 
by adoption of this pattern. 

Prof, D. C. SHARMA remarked that the Vice-Chan- 
cellor had done a very good thing in letting the house 
have opinion of Academic Council, Syndicate, Heads of 
University Departments, Principals of colleges and the 
special Sub-Committees. So far, no University in India 
had done so. The Panjab University had been pioneers 
in this respect. He was, however, sorrv that .Shti M. C. 
Chagla who was keen on this Report had gone over to 
the External Affairs Ministry and the New Education 
Minister bad been taken ill. He hoped and prayed that 
he gets well soon to pilot the Report. For the Rrst lime 
in Ihe history of the country, education w'as being taken 
up seriously. The government was prepareil to dole out 
money in order to make education quality-conscious, 
teacher-conscious and co-curricular activities conscious. 
He rcpiicstcd Princin'.il Pardeep Kumar not *0 insit on 
14-yeitr course for the first degree. Referring to Princi- 
pal Bahl’s remarks, he said that the Co-ordination Com- 
mittee could do the duty of laying down the same 
syllabus for both the Pre-University and Higher Second- 


Pi of. A. N. SHARM.‘\ said that coordination should 
lake place at the time ol I riming ol syllabi for all courses, 
i.f.. Irom ihc very beginning upio the first degree course. 
There should be complete integration At present, there 
was no coherence and at various levels the syllabi sulTered 
from repetition. The syllabi should not be mei’cly 
bookish, but should have applied bias, Oue of the reasons 
of the present unrest was that the skident did not suffer 
much if his studies were cut otf for sometime. Other 
nations in file world were going ahead and India should 
not lag behind. In order lo intioducc advanced kuow- 
leilge at the degree stage. Ihe duration should be increased 
by one year as proposed bv the Education Commission. 
He agreed viitli the recommend, atioiis of .Syndicate. 

Principal O. P. DOGRA said that Higher Secondary 
course in Delhi vva.s v'erv successful. The Panjab University 
should have adopted that course, The Higher .Secondary 
course in the Panjab had failed, He was of the opinion 
that we should revert to the old system ol school educa- 
tion. Malricultdlon course. After that, there should 
bo I -year course for Preparatory and then 3-year degree 
course. This will eliminate the need for coordination of 
ihc Malriculalion and Higher .Secondary courses. If it 
vias considered desirable, the Prepaiatory course could 
be of 2ycar but iu that case 2-year course for ihc first 
degree will be sufficient. The medium of instruction was 
responsible for the poor quality of students. Principal 
Dogra thought that if the rnedium of instruction in 
colleges was also Modern Indian Languages, a good deal 
of lime of s'udents could be saved. 

OR. GOVERDUAN LAI. BAKSHI said that there 
have been difficulties because of two different bodies 
dealing with the .syllabi for the Pro- University and Higher 
Secondary courses. This is why coordination has been 
lacking. It was very desirable that both these courses 
should be identical and to ensure that the School Board 
should permanently appoint its representatives on each 
Board of Studies who should be present at every meeting 
of the Board of .Studies when they consider Pre-Univer.sity 
syllabus. While different labels have been given to the 
courses, Ihe standard of old syllabi has not been exceed- 
ed. Tlie intention introduction of .3-year degree course 
was to improve standards, but it could not be achieved. 
Now, it was proposed lo have a 2-ycar special course in- 
stead of the old type Intermediate course, bu' what about 
Ihe standard to be achieved ? He thought that the back- 
ground of this proposal appeared to be to .make our 
degree compare favourably with degrees in other coun- 
tries. An Indian student was in no w:iy inferior to other 
students in the world, but the syllabus in Uiis country was 
not of the same standard as laid down for Universities in 
the advanced countries. The Droposed change should 
not mean change in names and therefore the Senate 
should give a directive that standards should he raised 
and the Panjab University degree should not be lower 
than corresponding degree of any University in the world. 
If the syllabus for our B.A. degree is made equivalent to 
the standard of our present M.A, degree, it will be worth- 
while making the proposed change.s. The Senate should 
also give direction for necessary changes in the methods 
of (caching. For this purpose, the suggestions made in 
the Rohhins Report for teaching in the British Universities 
ihoLild be adopted by Ihe Panjab University. 

SflRI S. L. DJI ALL said that the essence of the Report 
of Education Commission wa.s to adopted a uniform 
pattern of education in the whole of the country and to 
raise the .standards. For achieving the.Se ohiect.s, no time 
should he lost. It should, however,, be borne in mind 
that standard,s can be raised if the teachers are satisfied. 
The duration of school course .should be 10 years us pre- 
viously, Flc laid great stress on the necessity for im- 
provcmeui i)f conditions of the tc-achcr,s. 
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SfIRI B4LWANT SINGH saij that the proposal to 
increase ilie (Juranori ot rPe firsc degree course from 14 To 
IS years us.s Veiy good and ialuUihlc. Inu ihe big question 
was vvLeiliei ii would be possible 10 implement it. When 
the Higher Secondary course was adopted in 1958, it was 
decided that Matriculation course would he discontinued 
ttlfcr 5 years, hut i' bad not been possible to discontinue 
the Matriculation course. In fact, this position may con- 
tinue lor many more years. The Education Commission 
had recommended revision of teachers’ pay scales, but 
the Fourth Plan does not contain any provision for this. 
Increase in the duration of the course by one year would 
require considerable funds as more teachers would be 
required. Finding money for that would be very difficult, 
but assuming that it would he forthcoming, another 
dilTicuUy would be of finding qualified staff. Even for 
the higher .secondary course it has not been possible to 
get the required stalf. About 5U0 schools had introduced 
higher secondary course and each one of these requited 
3 Science teachers,, but it bad not been possible to have 
more than 15 or 20 M.Sc’s. Yet, another difficulty would 
be of accommodation for the additional class. He 
thought that if the syllabi were suitably revised, it should 
be possible 10 cover the present syllabus upto 8th class in 
7 years. While appreciating the new e.xperiments which 
were good and which should be tried, he emphasized that 
pace of .such decisions should be .slow. 

SHRl RAM CHANDRA expressing ideasurc at what 
vShri Balwant Singh had said remarked that whatever de- 
cision is taken it should be realistic and the members 
should not be carried away by sentiment. An average 
student of India did not compare favourably with an 
average student abroad. Assuming that Kindergarden 
and Nursery will not be included in the ten years of 
school education and that a person will ioin the first cla.ss 
at the age of six, Shri Ram Chandra said that the student 
will get the first deigrce at the age of 21, In Oxford and 
Cambridge. B,A. is the final degree and not the first 
degree. For M.A. degree, there is no examination and 
a graduate of that University has to pay the prescribed 
fee for obtaining his M.A. degree. He agreed with Dr. 
Ooverdhan Lai that if it is intended to give B.A. degree 
after 15 years of education, £.e., a< the ace of 21, it .should 
be equivalent to M.A. But that will affect the graduates 
who go in for competitive examinations for which there 
is an age limit. They will suffer if the age limit for com- 
petitive examinations is not raised. Shri Ram Chandra 
was of the opinion that the duralion should not he, in- 
creased by one year as that will add to expenses of 
parents and also the institutions. 

THAKUR TAPINDER SINGH endorsing Ihe recom- 
mendations in (iv) and (v) which affected his State 
(Himachal Pradesh) also, said that the proposed changes 
in the pattern of education, however desirable, did not 
square vvith the conditions in the country. The schools 
which introduced Higher Secondary system had started 
reverting to the Matriculation course. The real problem 
facing the country was population and mass illiteracy. 
Regretting that the chief difficulty was thal India took 
cue from other countries, he asked whether it was possi- 
ble to change over to the system prevailing in other 
countries like Russia and U.K. Why not lake some cue 
from U.S.A. also ? Before raising standards, an accurate 
assessment of the conditions prevailing in the country 
should be made. Another question to be considered w'as 
thal of language to be adopted, for language was the tool 
of life. 

Principal RALLA RAM said that all members wanted 
the standards to be raised- ft was also necessary to make 
the teachers content. Students of India were not inferior,, 
but oiir syllabus was lower than that prescribed by 
Universities in other countries. For improving the sylla- 
bus, it would be necessary to have 15-year course for the 
first degree instead of the present 14. He was in favour 
of the 2-ycar special course as recommended by the 
Commission, Higher Secondary scheme was good, hut 


it had not been possible to make arrangements in all the 
schools. Good Higher Secondary Schools should be re- 
tained, hue ihc badly equipped gdiooE, slioiild revert to 
Malriculalion course. He was also in favoui of changing 
the medium of instruction from English to Indian T.an- 
guages us without that it would not be possible to raise 
the quality of students. Witlr these suggestions, he endors- 
ed the recommendations of the Syndicate. 

Principal O. P. MOHAN agreed with Dr. Ooverdhan 
Lai that reforms should not mean only changing of names 
of courses. He also drew attention to Shri Balwmit 
Singh’s warning that India may not have finances requited 
for the proposed reforms and even if finances are forth- 
coming, vvill it be possible to implement these for vvant 
of qualified teachers ? He stressed the desirability itt 
improving pay scales of teachers. While pointing otil 
that the recommendations in (i) was the ulEmatc object 
Ive, Principal Mohan pointed out that it would be a 
phased programme which may take 10 or even 20 years. 
He suggested that there should bo an integrated course 
right from the primary stage. He felt that it would he 
better if the three -States fPanjab, Haryana .and Himachal 
Pradesh) made available to the University their experts 
cither in the form of suggestions or some sort of liaison 
between the Boards of Studies in the Ehiiversity and the 
Education Departments. Some members of the staff of 
the Education Departments had received training and the 
University should try to gain from the experience of such 
training. An integrated picture should be prepared in the 
context of existing courses and that may be considered 
by School Board and the Boards of S’udi-cs. Without that 
addition of one year to the pre.scnt duration of the first 
degree course would be completely infructuous. 

SHRI MAHNA SINGH remarked that the idea of 
raising .standards of education was very good. The 
weakest link in the structure was .Secondary education. 
According, to him, the reason for this was that while the 
Middle School examination was conducted hv the Edu- 
cation Department, the Matriculation and Higher Se- 
condary examinations were conducted bv (he University. 
There was little coordination between the two organisa- 
tions. For example, it was not compulsory to pass in 
EngPsh and even in Mathematics, in order lo qualify at 
the Middle School examination. Recently, this flaw h.ad 
been rcniovcd to some extent. He drew attention to Ihe 
extremely unsatisfactory conditions of teachers in high 
schools and higher secondary schools. Conditions of 
even Headmasters was imsatisfactorv'. Until recently, 
the pay scale of Headmasters was better than that of 
college lecturers, but while the pay scale nf ^hei latter 
had been revised, nothing had been done for the former. 
The Education Department had done nothing ior teachers 
of secondarv schools. He was of the opinion that like 
llniversitv Grants Commission, there should be a Secon- 
daiy Education Commission and the status of secondary 
school teachers should he properly raised. 

SHRI DEW AN SINGH DHINSA was not in Invour 
of increasing the duration of the degree course without 
proper and detailed considcra'ion. He was, however, in 
favour of raising the quality of educal'on. 

Prof. HARBHAJAN SINGH remarked that nrubing 
had been done U> encourage ’h’nking on the oart of stu- 
dents. In his optnion, the chief reason for this was the 
medium of instimction which he said should be ehanued 
into regional languages so that there is tree thmkinir on 
Ihe oart of students, The real question was the quality 
of education and the teachers and not the addition of one 
more year to the duration of the decreei coutsc The 
teachers shonlct receive adequate emoluments. He whs 
in favour of the present system of yearly examinations 
which, ho said, had toned up discipline cons’dcniblv. 

Principal S. D.. VASISHT remarked that the Education 
Commission whose Report was under discussion was the 
first of its kind. In due cour.se, he said, the proposal 
for addition of a year to the duration of the degree 
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course must be accepted, but for the time being,, the 
present 14-year course may continue. The implementa- 
tion of the recommendations contained in the Report 
will certainly present financial difficulties, but that 
should not mean ignoring important suggestions made 
by educationists of eminence. 

Principal G. C. KIIANNA said that financial implica- 
tions of various recommendations should be properly 
examined. This point had very ably made clear by Shri 
Balwant Singh. He was not aware if the Report contain- 
ed any recommendations in regard to vocational bias, 
but he felt that such bias should be introduced at school 
level in a large measure. 

Prof. D. N. SHUKLA remarked that the Report w'a.s 
not only anti-national but also anti-educational because 
nothing of the country’s cuTurc had been included in if. 
He also said that function of a University was research 
which lead to discovery of new knowledge. 

Prof. R. N. SAFA YA agreed with Principal Pradeep 
Kumar and Shri Balwant Singh that status quo should 
remain and experimentation should be slow. He, how- 
ever, suggetted that some sort of screening should take 
place at the time of admission to the B.A./B.Sc. courses 
and every one who sought admission should not be ad- 
mitted unless he sati.sfies certain minimum rcqu.rements 
which should be laid down. The quality of syllabus 
should be improved and the number of working days 
should be increased. The curriculum should be enrich- 
ed and repetition avoided. He was not in favour of in- 
creasing the duration of first degree course by one 
year as suggested by the Education Commission. 

Principal BISHAN SINGH said that he was opposed to 
addition of one year to the duration of the first degree 
course. He was doubtful whether full advantage had 
been taken of the financial aid given by government for 
introduction of higher secondary course and whether the 
schools had right type of teachers. He made a few 
suggestions, viz., the time taken for declaration of re- 
sults should be reduced and the time thus saved should 
be added to (he working days. Matriculation syllabi 
should be suitably revised and elementary topics should 
be shifted to the lower classes., the instruction in col- 
leges should be in the regional languages as in the case 
of other countries and the pay scales of teachers should 
be improved. 

Principal RAM SINGH SACHDEV strongly advocat- 
ed improvement of pay scales of college teachers and 
for implementation of the revised scales without dclay. 

Ihe, VICE-CHANCELLOR replied that Govt, of India 
had already accepted recommendation of the Educa'ion 
Commission for revision of pay scales of University and 
college teachers and the State Governments had alrea^ 
been asked to give their concurrence for meeting 20% 
of the additional expenditure. The Syndicate and Senate 
of the Panjab University had also accepted these pay 
scales and had decided to request the Government to 
contribute their share. 

Principal HARNAM SINGH remarked that Ihe Re- 
port of the Education Commission was unique in that it 
presented an integrated pattern right from the primary 
s'age up to higher education in the Universities. The ob- 
jective was to raise academic standards. We should, 
however see how far the ideal envisaged by the Report 
was realisable. He agreed with Shri Balwant Singh that 
the duration of the degree course should not be increased 
from 14 to 15 years. 

Principal GURBAKHSH SINGH SHERGILL said 
that the questionnaire i.ssued by the Education Commis- 
sion was discussed by the Principals and he had discussed 
it elsesvhere also. As far as the report is concerned, rele- 
vant points applicable to the Panjab University may be 
considered. Before taking decisions, their practicability 
should be kept in mind. Education, he said, was related 


to socio-economic and political structure of society in the 
country. The main point for introduction of 11 -year 
higher secondary course was that large number of stu- 
dents need not go to the University and they should have 
a terminal course. He thought it would not be possi- 
ble to increase the duration of the Degree Course from 

14 to 15 years till funds are available, but the University 
could agree that the pattern recommended by the Com- 
mission was acceptable for the future. He also agreed 
that the syllabus for the Pre-Lluivcrsity and H.gher 
Secondary Courses should be the same and the School 
Board should appoint its representatives on the Boards 
of Studies which decide the Pre-University syllabus. 

Principal JAG JIT SINGH icmarked that the stumbling 
block in the extension of the Degree Course from 14 to 

15 years and in the improvement of standards was 
finance and this difficulty cannot be removed. He, 
therefore, suggested that other matters which did not 
involve funds should be looked into. He was in favour 
of restricting admissions as he felt that students who 
could not benefit from University courses should not be 
admitted. In the natm'e of things, education has to ex- 
pand and consequently there was fear of the standards 
going down. This should be made up by restricting ad- 
missions. As an example, he suggested that students 
who pass in the 3rd Division should not be allowed to 
join the University. While yearly examinations were 
good for making the students work, they had come in 
the way of improvement of standards. This was so be- 
cause yearly examinations meant wastage of three months 
every year instead of after two years a.s in the past. 

The VICE-CHANCELLOR remarked (hat while most 
of the members who had taken part in the discu.ssion had 
confined their observations to the issue under discussion, 
some of the observations made by them were not quite 
relevant. The Commission, he said, was unique in one 
sense in that it has dealt with the entire system of educa- 
tion. The previous Commissions were for different levels 
of education, i.c., Secondary Education, University Edu- 
cation, etc. The direction to this Commission was that 
they had to work out a national pattern. Continuing, the 
Vice-Chancellor said that after the independence in 1947, 
there bad been over-experimentation 're.sul(ing in a 
plethora of educational policies. He felt that the present 
confusion in respect of patterns of education prevailing 
in the various States should not continue. Rapid expan- 
sion of education in India without adequate resources 
liad led to considerable deterioration in standards and 
that is why the Commission had expressed their anxiety 
and had suggested that the Universities should make a 
determined effort to see that the standards in India were 
not merely national standards, but that they should com- 
pare favourably with international standards. It was to 
altain that objective that the Co mm ission had recom- 
mended addition of one more year to the duration of the 
Degree Course. It might be a dream at the moment, but 
as an educational objective there could be no two opinions 
about it. Agreeing that the intelligence quotient of In- 
dian students was as high as of students of other coun- 
tries, the Vice-Chancellor asked whether the teachers 
were also as good as their counter-parts in other coun- 
tries, Arc the laboratories and libraries of Indian 
Universities equipped as well as those in other comt- 
tries 7 If the answers to these questions were in the 
negative, how could it he said that an Indian graduate 
was as good as a graduate of a foreign University 7 Foi 
achieving that objective,, there is no escape from increas- 
ing the duration of the Degree Course by one year. His 
personal view was that an increase in the duration of the 
course may be done at the school stage. In U.K., the 
period of study in schools was longer than that obt.aining 
in India. In U.K., a student sometimes studied in the 
6ih Form for two years in order to make his mind ma- 
ture. In some of the advanced countries, they have a 
12-year course for schools and after that a 3-ycar course 
for the first degree. In certain countries, the duration 
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of the Degree Course was sometimes 16 years or even 
17 years. The Education Commission appointed by the 
Government of India was aware that our country is poor, 
but poverty of resources is no excuse for poverty in 
standards of education. The Commission had suggested 
addition of only one year. Referring to the Robbin’s 
Report, the Vice-Chancellor mentioned the oft-repeated 
saying ; 

“There is a race between education and catastrophe. 
A country which ignores education does so at its own 
peril.” 

The Vice-Chancellor asked the house to decide whether 
the proposals of the Education Commission., as endorsed 
by the Academic Council and the Syndicate, may be 
accepted as an objective to be implemented if the re- 
sources are available. For the interim period, the exist- 
ing pattern with the modifications suggested by the 
Academic Council/ Syndicate might continue. 

RESOLVED : That the recommendations of the 
Syndicate contained in item 1 be approved as elucidated 
by the Vice-Chancellor.
